Is the most im- 
oortant place in that Province west of 
Montreal, and is noted for its very ex- 
tensive lumber trade. It possesses un- 
rivalled water power, which is utilized 
by a number of mills and factories. 
Prominent among the latter are E. B. 
Eddy’s extensive buildings, in which 
sashes, doors, blinds, mouldings, pails, 
tubs, zine washboards and matches are 
manufactured. Otherimportant manu- 
facturing establishments are Gilmour & 
Co’s steam saw mill; Crannell & Co’s 
saw mills; C.B Wright’s Cement and 
Lime manufactory; H. McCormick & 
Son’s flour mills; McLeod & Esplin’s 
flour mill; Booth’s furniture factory, 
&c. The extensive Steam Saw Mills of 
Batson and Currier, lately destroyed by 
fire, were amongst the most important 
of the manufacturing establishments 
on this side of the river, and gave 
employment to about 150 men. “The 
depot and present terminus of the 
M. O. & O. Railway being at Hull, a 
considerable degree of activity in busi- 





ness has sprung up in consequence, 
more especially in the traffic to and from 
Ottawa. The city is connected with the 
Capital of the Dominion by means of 
a handsome Suspension Bridge, which 
spans the Ottawa River, immediately 
below the Chaudiére Falls, and from 
which a magnificent view is to be had 
of this second Niagara. Distant from 
Ottawa Post Office, one mile; from 
Aylmer, the county town, eight miles;

HIS EXCELLENCY THE ADMINISTRATOR IN COUNCIL 


N the recommendation of the Honorable the 
Minister of Customs and under the provisions 
of the 128rd section of the Act passed in the Session 
of the Parliament of Canada, held in the 3lst year 
of Her Majesty's Reign, chaptered 6, and intituled : 
An Act respecting the Customs,” His Excellency, 
by and with the advice of the Queen’s Privy Council 
for Canada, has been pleased to order and it is here- 
by Ordered, that ihe following Regulations respect- 
ing the Bonded Warehouses in the Dominion be and 
the same are hereby adopted and established, that 
is to say :— 









REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE {. Warehouses for the storage of im- 
ported goods shall be known and designated as 
follows :— 





Class 1. Stores occupied by the Government of 
Canada. 


Clauss 2. Warehouses occupied by Importers exclu- 
sively for fhe storage of goods imported by, or con. 
signed to them, or purchased by them in bond. 


Class 3. Warehouses occupied for the general 
storage of imported goods. 


Class 4. Yards, sheds and other buildings used 
for the storing and slaughtering of animals in bond. 


Class 5. Warehouses exclusively for the manufac- 
ture or refining of sugar. 


Class 6, Sufferance Warehouses. 


Applications for establishment of Bonded Warehouses. 


ARTICLE II. For a Warehouse of the second or 
third class, the owner shall make application in 
writing to the Collector of the Port, describing the 
premises, the location and capacity of the same, and 
stating the purpose for which the building is to be 
used, whether for the storage of merchandise im- 
ported by, or consigned to himself exclusively or for 
the general.storage of merchandise in bond. 


The Collector will thereupon examine or direct 
the Surveyor or other proper officer of Customs, in 
whom he can repose confidence, to examine and 
inspect the premises and report to him in writing 


- 





the particulars of the location, construction and di- 
mensions of the building, its capabilities for the safe 
keeping of merchandise, and all other facts bearing 
upon the subject. 


When the examination has been made, the Col- 
lector will transmit the report, together with the 








proprietor’s application, with his own report as to 
the nec ty of granting the appheation, to the 


Commissioner of Customs. 


ARTICLE III. If on examination of the foregoing 
documents, the Minister of Customs is satisfied that 
the public interest will be subserved thereby, the 
application will be granted, whereupon the owner 
or occupant will be notified by the Collector, and on 
fultilment of the conditions hereinafter provided, 
the Collector will assign a number for the Warehouse, 
and add the sawe to his register. placing a Ware- 
house Locker in charge thereof. 









Warehouses of Class 1. 


ARTICLE 4. At all ports where there are Goyern- 
ment stores, they shall be used for the examination 
and appraisement of imported goods, and for the 
storage of unclaimed and seized goods, and where 
there are no such stores, the Collector may, under 
direction of the Minister of Customs, make tempo- 
rary arrangements for suitable premises for those 
purposes, or may deposit such unclaimed or seized 
goods in any Warehouse of Class 3. 





Warehouses of Class 2. 


ARTICLE VY. A Wareliouse of Class 2 shall con- 
sist of an entire building, or not less than one whole 
floor of such building, and in the latter case must 
be so arranged as that the Customs locks will pre- 
vent all access to the floor set apart and established 
as a Bonded Warehouse, and no partition of slats 
shall, in any case be allowed, but all divisions 
between the part of a building occupied as a Ware- 
house, whether door or partition, shall be of the 
most solid description possible in each case. 


Warehouses of Class 3. 


ARTICLE VI. A Warehouse of class 3 shall in 
every case consist of an entire building and shall be 
used solely for the storage of bonded merchandise, 
or of unclaimed and seized goods ordered theretojby 
the Collector of Customs, 
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The rates of storage and compensation for Jabor 
in the handling of bonded goods in Warehouses of 
this class, shall be subject to agreement between 
the owner or importer of the goods and the proprie~ 
tor of the Warehouse, who will collect all amounts 
due for storage and labor, the duty of Collector or 
proper officer of Customs being to look after the 
safe custody of the goods for the security of the rev- 
enue only, 


Should the Collector of Customs require to deposit 
inany such Warehouse unclaimed and seized goods, 
the charges for storage and labor thereupon, shall 
not exceed the regular rates, and the proprietor 
shall be liable, as in other cases, for their safe keep- 


ing. 


ARTICLE VII. All Warehouses of either Class 2 
ov Class 3, shall be seenred by Customs locks, pro- 
vided by the Department of Customs; but this will 
not prevent the proprietors or occupants of the 
building from having their own locks on the same 
(loors in addition thereto, 








ARTICLE VIIT. No tree or duty paid goods shall 
he stored in any Bonded Warehouse ; and all bond- 
ed goods, when entered for consumption, removal or 
exportation, shall immediately be removed there- 
from, unless permission to the contrary be first 
obtained from the Collector upon an application 
made to him in wriling, specifying the goods and 
the time for which it is desired they should remain, 
and in such case the goo all be legibly and con- 
spicuously marked and set apart from those remain- 
ingin bond; but no such privelege shall be granted 
in any case, except for good and urgent reasons, 












Applications for Warehouses of Class 4. 


ARTICLE IX, Application for the establishment 
ofa Warehouse of this class shall be made in the 
same manner as for Classes 2 and 3, and shall be 
subject to the regulation adopted by Order in 
Council of Tth May, 18795. 


Class 5.—Warehouses for refining Sugar in Bond. 


ARTICLE X.—Applications for the establishment 
of Warehouses of class 5, shall be made in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Order in Council, regu- 
latiug the Relining of Sugar in bond dated 31st 
January, 1855, except that the application and 
description shall be submitted for approyal of the 
Minister of Customs, before acceptance, as in the 
ease of Warehouses of classes 2 and 3. 





Class 6, - Sufferance Warehouses. 


ARTICLE XJ.—Warehouses of this class for the 
accommodation of steamers and other vessels may 
be established in accordance with the Order in 
Council relaring thereto of 23rd October 1868. 


Sufferance warehouses at Railway Stations and 
Depots shall be established in accordance with 
Section 1 of Order in Council bearing date 4th 
December 1856, and shall be subject to all the rules 
for safe keeping of merchandise stored therein, 
provided in the case of warehouses of any other 
CIass, 


ARTICLE XII.—The proprietor of every ware- 
house of class 2 and class 4 shall pay for the privi- 
leges granted him in the tse of such warehouse, the 
sun of forty dollars per annum in half-yearly pay- 
ments in advance to the Collector of Customs. 





The Proprietor of every Warehouse of Class 3 and 
Class 5 shall pay in like manner not less than forty 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars per at- 
num, according to the capacity of the building and 
the nature and amount of business.—the exact 
sum to be determined by the Minister of Customs 
at the time of accepting the proprietors application. 


All the foregoing payments shall in future date 
from the establishment of each Warehouse, and in 
the case of Warehouses already established in the 
ports named in the Order in Council of 25th June 
1869, from the expiration of the time for which the 
proprietors have already paid, and in all other ports, 
in the case of Warehouses already established but 
not heretofore subjected to any payment, from the 
first day of July 1875, and no Warehouse of either of 
the classes named in this Article shall be recognized 
by the Collector of Customs as an established Ware- 
house until or unless the said quarterly payments 
are made within not over ten days after the proper 
date. 


General Provisions. 


ARTICLE XIIL—No alterations can be made in 
any Bonded Warehouse without permission of the 
Collector of Customs; and if any material change in 
the premises is contemplated it must be submitted 
for approval of the Minister of Customs. 


The Collector of Customs shall advise the Com- 
missioner of Customs of any changes in the surround- 
ings of bonded premises likely to affect their general 
security, anc if burned or plundered immediate 
notice must be given to the Commissioner with full 
particulars of all facts connected therewith. 


Proprietors of Bonded Warehouses may relinguish 
the business at any time on giving timely notice to 
the owners of merchandise deposited therein, but no 
part of any quarterly payment made by them shall 
be refunded for any portion of a term unexpired. 


The Minister of Customs may at any time for rea- 
sonable cause, order the discontinuance of the right 
to store bonded goods in any premises established 
as a Bonded Warehouse; and when thus discon- 
tinued such Warehouse can ouly be re-established 
after renewed application as at first. 


All moneys received from proprietors of Ware- 
houses as provided in Art. 12, shall be paid over by 
the Collector of Customs to the Receiver General 
and shall form part of the Consolidated Revenue of 
Canada. 


ARTICLE XIV.—The Collector of Customs will 
cause the proprietor or oceupant to place over the 
gate or door leading into, or on some conspicuous 
place on every Customs Warehouse, a board or sign 
with the following printed thereon,

ARTICLE XV.—Sections 12, 13, 14, and 15 of Re~ 
gulations dated 30th March 1850, and the Order in

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POST (OFEICE Ys BANK, CANADA. 


1. The following Post Office Savings Banks in Ontario and Quebec are 
open daily for the receipt and repayment of deposits, during the ordinary 
hours of Post Office business. 

2. The direct security of the Dominion is given by the Statute for all 
deposits made. 

3. Any person may have a deposit account, and may deposit yearly any 
amount of dollars, from $l up to $300, or more with the permission of the 
Postmaster General, 

4. Deposits may be made by married women, and deposits so made, or 
made by women who shall afterwards marry, will be repaid to any such 
woman. 

5. As respects children under 10 years of age money may be deposited— 

Firstty—By a parent or friend as Trustee for the child, in which case 
the deposits can be withdrawn by the Trustee until the child shall attain the 
age of ten years, after which time repayment will be made only on the joint 
receipts of both Trustee and child. 

Seconpty—In the child’s own name— and, if so deposited, repayment 
will not be made until the child shall attain the age of ten years. 

6. A depositor in any of the Savings Bank Post Offices may continue 
his deposits at any other of such offices, without notice or change of pass- 
book, and can withdraw money at that Savings Bank Office which is most 
convenient to him. For instance, if he makes his first deposit at the Savings 
Bank at Cobourg, he may make further deposits at, or withdraw his money 
through, the Post Office Bank at Collingwood or Quebec, Sarnia, Brockville. 
or any place which may be convenient to him, whether he continue to reside 
at Cobourg or remoye to some other place. 

7. Hach depositor is supplied with a pass-book, which is to be produced 
to the Postmaster every time the depositor pays in or withdraws money, and 
the sums paid in or withdrawn are entered therein by the Postmaster receiy- 
ing or paying the same, 

8. Bach depositors account is kept in the Postmaster General’s Office in 
Ottawa, and in addition to the Postmaster’s receipt in the pass-book, a direct 
acknowledgment from the Postmaster General for each sum paid inis sent to 
the depositor. If his acknowledgement does not reach the depositor within 
ten days from the date af kis deposit, he must apply immediately to the Post- 
master General by letter, being careful to give his address, and, if necessary, 
write again, because the Postmaster’s receipt or entry in the pass-book is not 
sufficient without the further receipt for the money from Ottawa. 

9, Bvery depositor must send his book once a year, viz., on the anniver- 
sary of his first depasit, for comparison with the Books of the Department, 
and for insertion of interest. Lhe book will be returned to him by first mail. 
‘Alno other lime should a depositor suffer his book to be out of his own possession. 

10. When a depositor wishes to withdraw money, he can do so by apply- 
ing to the Postmaster General, who will send him by return mail a cheque 
for the amount payable at whatever Savings Bank Post Office the depositor 
may have named in his application. 

11. Interest at the rate of 4 per cent per annum, is allowed on deposits,, 
and the interest is added to the principal on the 30th June in each year. 

12. Postmasters are forbidden by law to disclose the name of any deposi- 
tor, or the amount of any sum deposited or withdrawn. 

13. No charge is made to depositors on paying in or drawing out money, 
nor for pass-books, nor for postage on communications with the Postmaster 
General in relation to their deposits. 

14. The Postmaster General is always ready to receive and attend to all 
applications, complaints, or other communications addressed to him by de- 
positor or others, relative to Post Office Savings Bank business. f
